In the senate to day Mr. Gibson in
troduced a bill to repeal the act to re-
vise the rules of chancery practice.

Mr. Tolley argued that the senate
had no jurisdiction in the matter un-
der the proclamation of the governor
convening the extra session. He
therefore moved to lay the bill on the
table.

Mr. Earnest (new senator) deliv-
ered his maiden speech in opposition
to the bill. Thesubjtct hardly aflord-e- d

him an opportunity to show his
oratorical ability. His has a graceful
manner, and will, no doubt, fill the
position better than his predecessor.

Mr. Gibson contended that the sub
ject ot the bill was embraced in the
ninth section ot tne governor's procla-
mation, as it proposed to afford relief
to litigants.

The discussion rambled of from the
Immediate question before the senate
as to the merits of the act passed at
the last session to revise the rules of
chancery prabtice.

Mr. DuBose argued for a liberal
construction of the governor's procla-
mation in order to admit of a more
reasonable amount of necessary legis-
lation.

Mr. Ridley contended that the
speaker should decide all questions of
jurisdiction during the extra session
under the governor's proclamation.
